1. ATMOSPHERICS: 

-ONE HUNDRED AND SIXTY-FIVE DAYS AFTER DEATH OF HER 
HUSBAND, MADAME CHIANG KAI-SHEK LEFT TAIPEI BY SPECIAL 
PLANE SEPTEMBER 17 FOR MEDICAL TREATMENT IN UNITED STATES 
WHERE SHE SPENT MUCH OF HER CHILDHOOD AND ATTENDED 
COLLEGE. ACCOMPANIED BY ENTOURAGE OF 17, INCLUDING 
MEDICAL PERSONNEL. SHE WAS SEEN OFF AT AIRPORT BY 
PREMIER CHIANG CHING-KUO, LATE PRESIDENT'S SON. 

NO OFFICIAL INDICATION AS TO NATURE OF HER ILLNESS, 

WHERE SHE WOULD GO FOR TREATMENT OR WHEN SHE WOULD 
RETURN TAIWAN. IN EMOTIONAL FAREWELL WRITTEN MESSAGE 
WHICH B ANNF.RI JNF.D BY ALL PAPERS SHE EXPLAINED SHE 
POSTPONED REQUIRED MEDICAL TREATMENT FOR HERSELF DUE 
TO PRESIDENT CHIANG'S LONG ILLNESS. SHE REVIEWED 
TRAGEDIES OF DEATHS OF PRESIDENT CHIANG, HER BROTHERS, 
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A SISTER AND A BROTHER-IN-LAW IN RECENT YEARS. SHE 
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THANKED PEOPLE FOR THEIR DISPLAY OF LOVE FOR PRESIDENT 
CHIANG DURING MOURNING PERIOD AND URGED THEM BE ALWAYS 
ALERT, ADDING THAT ONLY THOSE WHO HELP THEMSELVES CAN 
BE HELPED. 

-IN A RARE INTERVIEW PREMIER CHIANG CHING-KUO QUOTED BY 
UPI SEPTEMBER 17 AS SAYING THE ROC HAS THE ABILITY TO 
MANUFACTURE NUCLEAR WEAPONS BUT WILL NEVER DO SO. HE ALSO 
REPORTEDLY SAID THE ROC NEITHER DESIRES NOR NEEDS AMERICAN 
TROOPS TO DEFEND TAIWAN. "WE HAVE STANDING TROOPS OF HALF 
A MILLION, BACKED UP BY 2.2 MILLION RESERVISTS. WE HAVE 
ADEQUATE MANPOWER TO DEFEND OURSELVES WITHOUT ASKING FOR 
THE HELP OF TROOPS FROM OTHER COUNTRIES... WE DO NOT NEED 
AMERICAN TROOPS TO FIGHT FOR US. WE WILL ONLY NEED 
MATERIAL AND SPIRITUAL SUPPORT FROM THE UNITED STATES. 

IT WAS NOT WISE FOR THE UNITED STATES TO SEND TROOPS TO 
FIGHT IN ASIA." HE TERMED SOUTHEAST ASIA DEBACLE A 
"TRAGEDY" BUT NOTED IT HAD STRENGTHENED IMPORTANCE OF 
NORTHEAST ASIA WHERE ROC, JAPAN AND ROK NOW "CONSTITUTE 
A CHAIN OF DEFENSE WHICH IS IMPORTANT TO THE UNITED STATES." 

-IN THE FIRST OF A SERIES OF EDITORIALS REVIEWING THE 
SITUATION FACING THE ROC, LARGEST-CIRCULATION UNITED DAILY 
NEWS (380,000) NOTED THAT "WE ARE NOW FACING A PERIOD OF 
HISTORIC TRANSFORMATION.. .THE OVERALL SITUATION AT PRESENT 
CAN BE INTERPRETED WITH A SINGLE TERM - DETENTE." STATING 
THERE WAS LITTLE POSSIBILITY OF MAJOR WAR DISRUPTING 
CURRENT BALANCE "UNLESS SOVIETS MISCALCULATE," PAPER ADDED: 

"U.S. POLICY IS AIMED AT MAINTAINING BALANCE OF POWER STATUS 
QUO. IT MIGHT BE FORCED TO FIGHT A WAR BUT IT MOST UNLIKELY 
U.S. WILL FIGHT AN ANTI-COMMUNIST WAR ON ITS OWN INITIATIVE, 

EITHER DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY. NORMALIZATION OF U.S.-PRC 
RELATIONS WOULD AFFECT US MOST DIRECTLY UNDER CURRENT OVERALL 
SITUATION. ALTHOUGH SPIRIT OF SO-CALLED NIXON-CHOU SHANGHAI 
COMMUNIQUE IS UNLIKELY LEAD TO U.S. RECOGNITION OF PRC FOR 
TIME BEING, U.S. NEVERTHELESS WILL CONTINUE TO FOLLOW ITS 
COURSE FOR NORMALIZING RELATIONS WITH PRC. PRESIDENT FORD'S 
SCHEDULED VISIT TO CHINA MAINLAND IS AN INDICATION. THIS 
TENDENCY IS WHAT WE CANNOT BUT FACE SQUARELY..."
